T H E C H A L L E N G E . 
Some twelve years ago, the following was related to me by 
a sold er ot the Second Artillery, who hud served in the Penin­ 
sula war, under Sir Arthur Wellesley. 
Being struck with the 
recital, I wrote it down in the words of the old diagoon:— 


“ On the eve o f the engagem ent at V ittoria, our com ­ 
pany o f cavalry, (chiefly com posed o f raw recruits,) 
took the field for the first tim e, and w as assigned to a 
station oil the tight flank, im m ediately in front o f a 
com pany o f French hussars, w ho w ere equipped for 
battle. 
Our captain, Lord I)., although a youth, w as 
an elegant sw ordsm an ; active and brave, as w as after­ 
wards know n in the held o f Corunna ; but as he had 
just joined us, and hud never before faced the en em y , 1 
he was easily intim idated. 
Am idst the m ost breathless 
suspense, the French com m ander rode instantly up and | 
challenged our captain to a personal com bat, w hich w as ! 
refused. 
N ot a horseman but view ed the refusal as a 
stigm a, and all w ere mortified at the apparent disgrace, 
and wished 'he hour at hand to retrieve the honor for­ 
feited by the non-acceptance o f the audacious hussar’s 
ch illenije. 
At m y side w as Sergeant G ordon, w ho had 
more than once struck the hilt of his sw ord, and ex­ 
claim ed, with deep mortified feelings, ‘J*y S t G eorge, I ’ll 
give you battle— let the challenge be sounded, and I ’ll try 
your metal.* 
T h e bugle no sooner announced that all 
tilings w ere ready, than the athletic Sergeant rushed for­ 
ward with the intrepidity o f a lion upon its prey, and soon 
gave vent to his exasperated excitem ent, in attacking the 
captain o f hussars w ith im petuous force. 
Being early 
wounded in my left arm , I had an opportunity o f w it­ 
nessing at tw o different tim es the com bat. 
N ever w ere 
there tw o horsem en more furiously engaged in fighting ; 
they appeared equal in strength and dexterity— they 
fought with rage ; and each m aintained his ground to 
the lust. 
T h e cause o f excitem ent w as visible ; 
the 
one, no doubt, at seeing him self assaulted by an infe­ 
rior in rank, and the other from the recollection o f the 
refusal o f the challenge. 
I saw them stabbing each 
other, until tlgi mist o f sm oke hid from m y ey es the 
bloody scene. 
T h e next day, being so far recovered 
from my w ound, and being anxious to ascertain the fate 
ot these brave horsem en, 1 w as fortunately detailed as 
one o f a party to gather the sp oils, and assist in burying 
the dead. 
W alk in g near a pond o f w ater, I leisurely 
exam ined every lifeless victim , until I discovered the 
French captain and our sergeant grasped in each others’ 
arms— dead, and sunk up to their shoulders in the 
mire. 
'Thus they fell : 
and never have I forgotten the im ­ 
pression m ade upon my mind by the ch allenge— the en ­ 
counter, and the fatal but chivalrous end o f these m od­ 
em Bayards, w ho died w ithout fear or reproach.” ______
